Your RadioShack Dual-Impact Analog Game Controller lets you 
take control of the latest games on your Sony PlayStation! The 
controller’s advanced features include: 

Dual Impact Vibration — lets you add the power of real game ac- 
tion by providing high and variable frequency rumbling to your 
controller simultaneously. 

Two Analog Joysticks — give you precise control of movement 
in an almost infinite number of directions. 

Mode Selection Switch — lets you select analog, digital, or ana- 
log steering modes, providing you the flexibility to play multiple 
games. 

8-Way Directional Control — provides precise directional control 
of movements. 

8-Fire Buttons — give you the flexibility you need to play using 
multiple controls. 

Extra Long 8' Cable — lets you move freely. 
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A QUICK LOOK AT YOUR CONTROLLER 


Fire Buttons 



Each button’s function is game dependent. Please refer to the 
game’s instruction manual for specific operating instructions. Gen- 
erally, the controls function as follows: 

0 , 0 , O , and O — digital direction buttons let you move up, 
down, left, and right 
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X, □, O, A, L1, L2, R1, R2 — default fire buttons 

Left and Right Analog Control Sticks — each control stick con- 
tains two axes (X and Y) and an integral button (L3 and R3). But- 
tons L3 and R3 are fire buttons. Press down on the left and right 
analog sticks respectively to activate L3 and R3 

Note: The L3 and R3 buttons do not function in the digital pad 
steering wheel modes. LY and RX do not function in the steering 
wheel mode. 

SELECT — press to make game selections. 

Note: SELECT does not function in the steering wheel mode. 

START — press to start and pause game play 

MODE — slide to select one of three playing modes 

+ (Digital Pad Mode) — simulates the control of standard Sony 
controllers. The analog sticks work the same as a digital pad. The 
L3 and R3 buttons do not function in this mode 

OO (Dual Analog Mode) — simulates control of the Sony Dual An- 
alog Pad. The L3 and R3 buttons are fully operational in this mode 

0 (Steering Wheel Mode) — simulates the control of a NegCon 
controller. The L3 and R3 buttons do not function in this mode 

Note: When using the steering wheel mode, the arrangement of 
the fire buttons and the analog control sticks is different from 
those of the digital pad or dual analog modes. In steering wheel 
mode, the buttons function as follows: 

O — A button 
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□ — similar to a NegCon controller’s II button, used for decel- 
eration or braking 

A — B button 

X — similar to a NegCon controller’s I button, used for accel- 
eration 

L1/L2 — similar to a NegCon controller’s L button 
R1/R2 — similar to a NegCon controller’s R button 
^ — left (no change) 

(j), — right (no change) 

^ — up (no change) 

— down (no change) 

LX — similar to a NegCon controller’s twist action, used for 
left and right steering 

LY — no function 

RX — no function 

RY (forward) — similar to a NegCon controller’s I button, 
used for acceleration 

RY (backward) — similar to a NegCon controller’s II button, 
used for deceleration or braking 

OPERATION 

1 . Plug the controller’s connector into either one of the PlaySta- 
tion console’s front connectors, below the memory card slot. 

2. Set MODE to the desired function. 
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3. Insert the desired game and play as usual. 

Vibration Devices 

Your game controller has two internal motors. The right-hand mo- 
tor provides high frequency rumbling, while the left-hand motor 
provides a variable rumbling frequency. These motors will only 
function with Dual Shock™ compatible software titles. 

TROUBLESHOOTING 

If your controller is not working as it should, these suggestions 
might help you eliminate the problem. If the controller still does not 
operate properly, take it to your local RadioShack store for assis- 
tance.

Make sure the Dual-Impact Analog Game 
Controller Is plugged In firmly to your PlaySta- 
tion game console and that the game station 
Is turned on. 

Make sure all connections are secure. 

Fire and other controls 
do not function. 

Be sure that the Dual-Impact Analog Game 
Controller Is In the correct mode of operation 
for the specific software you are using. 


CARE 

To enjoy your Dual-Impact Analog Game Controller for a long 
time, do not disconnect or connect the controller to your PlaySta- 
tion game console when the system is switched on. Keep the con- 
troller dry; if it gets wet, wipe it dry immediately. Use and store the 
controller only in normal temperature environments. Handle the 
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controller gently and carefully. Do not drop it. Keep the controller 
away from dust and dirt. Wipe the controller with a damp cloth oc- 
casionally to keep it looking new. 

Modifying or tampering with the controller’s internal components 
can cause a malfunction and might invalidate its warranty . If your 
controller is not performing as it should, take it to your local Ra- 
dioShack store for assistance.
